Officials have discussed the 
possibility of getting rid of the 
dumping ground along the public 
road leading north across 
the 
Pease river—more perhaps from 
its unsightliness and an occasion­ 
al disturbing odor than because 
of its menace to health. 
So long as there was a dump­ 
ing ground along the bottoms of 
Pease river it was practically im­ 
possible to create enough public 
sentiment to prevent unknown 
persons from throwing waste at 
the most convenient place, which 
was usually close to the public 
road. Neither was it practically 
possible to enforce the law with 
regard lo dumping near the 
highway. 
The 
purchase 
of 
another 
dumping ground will remedy 
this. It might remove any men­ 
ace to health for the present. 
Only for the present. 
The State of Texas has much 
to say about where Vernon shall 
“dump” its refuse. 
However, 
that may be. what Vernon un- ni,n 
doubtedly wants is a plan fur 
garbage disposal that will re 
move all menace to the health of 
every individual—its own citi­ 
zens and all others. That an in­ 
cinerator will do this and a 
dumping ground will only do it 
temporarily at best is an unan­ 
swerable argument in favor of 
the incinerator. 
Both city and county officials 
have agreed that each should 
help iii the matter, because the 
health of each is menaced by the 
present dumping ground. 
The 
tax payer will hope that no 
makeshift plan is adopted. That 
may mean slightly less cost to 
the individual now; but it will 
mean money wasted, for 
ulti­ 
mately the garbage must be 
burned. 


v WILL WILBARGER ( OME 
BACK? 
Vernon was once a “quality 
m arket” 
for 
cotton. 
Factors 
learned that in some way Wilbar­ 
ger county 
farms 
produced a 
superior grade of lint, and their 
local representatives were given 
a limit higher than that allowed 
buyers in most other markets. 
Wilbarger cotton sold at a premi­ 
um. 
Then the growing of 
short 
staple cotton was started. 
The 
cotton produced well, and it re­ 
quired less seed cotton to make a 
bale. Naturally the farmer was 
“strong” for the cotton requir­ 
ing less seed to make a bale, and 
particularly when it seemed to 
“stand up” 
better during dry 
seasons. 
But what does it profit the 
farm er to grow cotton when 
there is no market? There is a 
market in 
Vernon, but it is a 
penalized market—a market be­ 
low' the price offered at other 
places. It is doubtful if, admit­ 
ting a larger yield of short staple 
cotton, the farmer receives as 
much money as he would from 
less cotton of a higher grade. 
The worst of it is thai tile ef­ 
fect of growing short staple cot­ 
ton is just beginning to be felt. 
During the war short staple cot­ 
ton could be used in the manu- 


fnent of the county’s resources. 
There can be no doubt that of 
these farming is chief. We con­ 
fidently expect the opening of a 
great oil field near Vernon, but 
farming must continue to be the 
chief support of,’ our prosperity. 
This being the case ii remains 
only to discover and apply the 
measures that will contribute 
most to the exploitation and de­ 
velopment of our agricultural 
resources. There are numerous 
things that will contribute to 
such a program, bul 
none 
is 
quite so important as 
roads. 
Transportation enters into val­ 
ues more vitally than we some­ 
times suspect . A bushel of corn 
ten miles from market over a 
sandy road isn’t worth as much 
as a bushel of corn twenty miles 
from the same market over a 
good road, because it costs less in 
the latter case to deliver it 
to 
market. Whether we know it or 
not the difference in transporta­ 
tion cost is added in one case and 
deducted in the other from the 
price of the corn. If every t ann­ 
er were compelled 
to sell his 
products f, o. b. the farm instead 
of f. o. b. the cars at his nearest 
shipping point he would 
soon 
realize how much bad roads cost 
him.
